RULES OF BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT 


RESPECTING THE 


LIBRARY OF PARLIAMENT 


A proper Catalogue of the Books belonging 
to the Library shall be kept by the Librarians 
in whom the custody and responsibility thereof 
shall be vested; and who shall be required to 
report to the Houses through Mr. Speaker, at 
the opening of each Session, the actual state 
of the Library. 

No person shall be entitled to resort to the 
Library during the Session of Parliament ex- 
cept the Governor General, the members of 
the Privy ‘Council, and of the Senate and 
House of Commons, and the Officers of both 
Houses, and such other persons as may receive 
a written order of admission from the Speaker 
of either House. Members may personally in- 
troduce strangers to the Library during the 
day-time, but not after the hour of seven 
o’clock P.M. 


During a session of Parliament no books 
belonging to the Library shall be taken out of 
the Building, except by the authority of the 
Speaker or upon receipts given by a member 
of either House. 

‘During the recess of Parliament, the Library 
and Reading Room shall be open every day in 
each week, Sundays and Holidays excepted, 
from the hour of ten in the morning until four 
in the afternoon; and access to the Library 
shall be permitted to persons introduced by a 
member of the Legislature, or admitted at the 
discretion of the Librarians; subject to such 
regulations as may be deemed necessary for 
the security and preservation of the collection; 
but no one shall be allowed to take any book 
out of the Library except members of the 
Legislature, and such others as may be author- 
ized by the Speaker of either House. 


‘During the recess of Parliament, no member 
of either House not residing at the seat of 
Government shall have liberty to borrow or 
have in his possession at any one time more 
than three works from the Library, or to retain 
the same for a longer period than one month. 


No other person who may be privileged by 
eard, by the Speaker of either House, to bor- 
row books from the Library, shall be allowed 
to have in his possession more than two books 
at any one time, or to retain the same longer 
than three weeks and all such persons shall 
return the books so taken when required by 
the Librarians. 


No books of reference or books of special 
cost and value may be removed from the seat 
of Government under any circumstances.

Aucune personne ne peut avoir accés 4 la 
Bibliotheque, pendant les sessions du Parle-

| deux Chambres, et toute autre personne qui 


obtient un billet d’admission de lOrateur de 
une ou de autre Chambre. Les membres 
peuvent en personne introduire des étrangers 
dans la Bibliothéque pendant le jour, mals 
non apres sept heures p.m. 

Pendant les sessions du Parlement aucun 
livre de la Bibliothéque ne peut étre emporté 
hors de |’édifice excepté sur l’autorisation de 
VOrateur ou lorsqu’un membre de l’une ou de 
Vautre Chambre en donne un recu. 

Durant la vacance du Parlement la Biblio- 
theque et la Chambre de Lecture sont ouvertes 
tous les jours de chaque semaine, excepté les 
dimanches et jours de féte, depuis dix heures 
du matin jusqu’A quatre heures de l’aprés-midi, 
et la Bibliothéque est ouverte aux personnes 
introduites par un membre de la Législature, 
ou admises 4 la discrétion des Bibliothécaires, 
sujettes aux régles qui sont jugées nécessaires 
pour la streté et la conservation des livres, 
mais il n’est permis & qui que ce soit, si ce 
n’est aux membres de la Législature et aux 
autres personnes ayant l’autorisation de |’Ora- 
teur de l’une ou de |’autre Chambre, d’empor- 
ter un livre hors de la Bibliothéque. 

Pendant la vacance du Parlement, aucun 
membre de lune ou de l’autre Chambre ne 
résidant pas au siége du gouvernement, n’aura 
le droit d’emprunter ou de garder en sa posses- 
sion plus de trois ouvrages 4 la fois; de plus, 
il ne devra pas les garder plus d’un mois en 
sa possession. 

Aucune des personnes ayant le privilege—sur 
la foi d’une carte du président de l’une ou de 
lautre Chambre,—d’emprunter des livres a la 
Bibliothéque, ne pourra avoir en sa possession 
plus de deux ouvrages 4 la fois ou les garder 
plus de trois semaines, et toutes ces personnes 
devront remettre les livres ainsi empruntés, 
lorsqu’elles en seront requises. 

Aucun livre de référence, ouvrage de luxe et 
de prix ne pourra étre emporté du siége du 
gouvernement pour aucune considération. 


At the first meeting of the Joint Library 
Committee at every Session of Parliament, the 
Librarians shall report a list of the books 
absent at the commencement of the Session, 
specifying the names of any persons who have 
retained the same in contravention of the 
foregoing Rules. 


In addition to the foregoing rules, the Joint 
Library Committee have agreed to the follow- 
ing New Rules, to which the attention of per- 
sons frequenting the Library, or making use of 
any books belonging thereto, is specially re- 
quested : 


1. It is strictly forbidden to make any mark, 
by pencil or otherwise, in any books be- 
longing to the Library, or to turn down 
leaves therein, or otherwise deface the 
same. 


2. No person (other than a member of Par- 
liament) is permitted to have access to 
any of the Galleries surrounding the 
‘Library, without the express permission 
of the Librarian or unless accompanied 
by an officer of the Library. 


3. No visitor shall be permitted to remain in 
the Library with his hat on; nor will 
smoking, or spitting on the floor or car- 
pet be permitted in any of the Library 
apartments. 


4. No audible conversation will be allowed 
in the reading room; nor shall any per- 
son be permitted to partake of refresh- 
ments therein; and no dogs shall be 
allowed in the Library.

2. Personne, 4 l’exception des membres du 
Parlement, ne pourra monter dans les 
galeries sans la permission expresse du 
Bibliothécaire, ou sans étre accompagneé 
de quelque employé de la Bibliothéque. 


3. Aucun visiteur ne pourra garder son cha- 
peau sur sa téte; personne ne pourra 
fumer, ni cracher sur le parquet ou le 
tapis d’aucune des chambres de la Bi- 
bliothéque. 


4. On ne pourra converser & haute voix dans 
la chambre de lecture; on ne pourra non 
plus se permettre d’y manger. On ne 
laissera pas entrer de chiens dans la 
Bibhothéque.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN FOR 1932 


To the Honourable the Speaker of the Senate, 
To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons. 


The Parliamentary Librarian has the honour to submit the report on the 
Library for 1932. 


The Supplementary Catalogue of books donated and purchased during the 
present year will be issued as soon as possible in 1933. 


The undersigned records with regret the passing of Mr. J. de L. Taché. 
Mr. Taché, whose health had been far from satisfactory for some time, died 
on the 21st of March last. Born in St. Hyacinthe, Que., he lived there and in 
Quebec City until. removing to Ottawa after accepting the position of King’s 
Printer. Twelve years ago he was appointed one of the Joint Librarians of 
Parliament. A great lover of Canada, he devoted special attention to the 
collection of literary material relating to the early history of the country. 
Kindly and courteous, he will be long remembered by the staff of the Parlia- 
mentary Library. 

Reference was made in the last Report to the transfer of a large number 
of books to the room in the West Block kindly provided by the Department 
of Public Works. The undersigned has the honour to point out that the room 
in question has now been filled and houses some thirty-five thousand volumes 
of Sessional Papers, Hansard, and so on, thereby greatly relieving the con- 
gestion in the hbrary proper. 

The library shared in the general reduction made in the departmental 
appropriations last Session. The Parliamentary section has, however, been kept 
supplied with the new books relating to the special needs of Parliament, but 
necessarily, there has had to be curtailment in the purchases of general literature.

RESPECTING THE 


LIBRARY OF PARLIAMENT 


A proper Catalogue of the Books belonging 
to the Library shall be kept by the Librarians 
in whom the custody and responsibility thereof 
shall be vested; and who shall be required to 
report to the Houses through ‘Mr. Speaker, at 
the opening of each Session, the actual state 
of the Library 


No person shall be entitled to resort to the 
Library during the Session of Parliament ex- 
cept the Governor General, the members of 
the Privy Council, and of the Senate and 
House of Commons, and the Officers of both 
Houses, and such other persons as may receive 
a written order of admission from the Speaker 
of either House. (Members may personally in- 
troduce strangers to the Library during the 
day-time, but not after the hour of seven 
o’clock, P.M. 


During a session of Parliament no books 


belonging to the Library shall be taken out of 


. the Building, except by the authority of the 
Speaker or upon receipts given by a member 
ot either House. 


During the recess of Parliament, the Library 
and Reading Room shall be open every day in 
each week, Sundays and Holidays excepted, 
from the hour of ten in the morning until four 
in the afternoon; and access to the Library 
shall be permitted to persons introduced by a 
member of the Legislature, or admitted at the 
discretion of the Librarians; subject to such 
regulations as may be deemed necessary for 
the security and preservation of the collection; 
but no one shall be allowed to take any book 
out of the Library except members of the 
Legislature, and such others as may be author- 
ized by the Speaker of either House. 


During the recess of Parliament, no member 
of either House not residing at the seat of 
Government shall have liberty to borrow or 
have in ‘his possession at any one time more 
than three works from the Library, or to retain 
the same for a longer period than one month. 


No other person who may be privileged by 
card, by the Speaker of either House, to bor- 
row books from the Library, shal] be allowed 
to have in his possession more than two books 
at any one time, or to retain the same longer 
than three weeks, and all such persons shall 
return the books so taken when required by 
the Librarians. 


No books of reference or books of special 
cost and value may be removed from the seat 
of Government under any circurnstances.

Library Committee have agreed to the follow- 
ing New Rules, to which the attention of per- 
sons frequenting the Library, or making use of 
any books belonging thereto. is specially re- 
quested :

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIANS FOR 1933 


To the Honourable the Speaker of the Senate, 
To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons, 


The Joint Librarians of Parliament have the honour to submit their report 
on the Library for 1933. 


The work connected with the printing of the Supplementary Catalogue of 
books donated and purchased during the year 1938 is well advanced, and the 
volume will be issued somewhat earlier than usual. 


The vacancy in the position of General Librarian, following the death of 
Mr. J. de L. Taché, was filled last winter by the appointment of Mr. Félix Desro- 
chers, formerly librarian of the Municipal Library of Montreal. Mr. Desrochers - 
is a member of the legal profession, and assumed his new duties in February, 
1933. 


Amongst the valuable acquisitions made in recent years by the Library 
has been “The Private Papers of James Boswell from Malahide Castle’. This 
unique work has been published in eighteen voiumes, the last of which has inet 
been received. 


Amongst donations of interest have been a set of “The Letters of Sir Walter 
Scott” by an anonymous donor in England; from the Mayor of Genoa, a large 
illustrated volume entitled “Christopher Columbus: documents and proofs of 
his Genoese origin”; and also there was received from the Mayor of Tokyo a 
beautiful volume entitled “The Reconstruction of Tokyo”, given to the Library 
as a token of gratitude for Canada’s contribution to Japan at the time of the 
sreat earthquake, in 1923. 


Although it was found necessary to maintain the reduction in the Library’s 
estimates, put into force in 19382, the Librarians have endeavoured to add to the 
collection all new and important works dealing with economic and other matters 
of special importance to Parliament.

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RULES OF BOTH HOUSES OF PARLIAMENT 


RESPECTING THE 


LIBRARY OF PARLIAMENT 


A proper Catalogue of the Books belonging 
to the Library shall be kept by the Librarians 
in whom the custody and responsibility thereof 
shall be vested; and who shall be required to 
report to the Houses through Mr. Speaker, at 
the opening of each Session, the actual state 
of the Library. 


No person shall be entitled to resort to the 
Library during the Session of Parliament ex- 
cept the Governor General, the members of 
the Privy Council, and of the Senate and 
House of Commons, and the Officers of both 
Houses, and such other persons as may receive 
awritten order of admission from the Speaker 
of either House. Members may personally in- 
troduce strangers to the Library during the 
day-time, but not after the hour of seven 
o’clock P.M. 


During a session of Parliament no books 
belonging to the Library shall be taken out of 
the Building, except by the authority of the 
Speaker or upon receipts given by a member 
of either House. 


During the recess of Parliament, the Library 
and Reading Room shall be open every day in 
each week, Sundays and holidays excepted, 
from the hour of ten in the morning until four 
in the afternoon; and access to the Library 
shall be permitted to persons introduced by a 
member of the Legislature, or admitted at the 
discretion of the Librarians; subject to such 
regulations as may be deemed necessary for 
the security and preservation of the collection; 
but no one shall be allowed to take any book 
out of the Library except members of the 
Legislature, and such others as may be 
authorized by the Speaker of either House. 


During the recess of Parliament,no member 
of either House not residing at the seat of 
Government shall have liberty to borrow or 
have in his possession at any one time more 
than three works from the Library, or to retain 
the same for a longer period than one month. 


No other person who may be privileged by 
card, by the Speaker of either House, to bor- 
row books from the Library, shall be allowed 
to have in his possession more than two books 
at any one time, or to retain the same longer 
than three weeks and all such persons shall 
return the books so taken when required by 
the Librarians. 


No books of reference or books of special 
cost and value may be removed from the seat 
of Government under any circumstances.

At the first meeting of the Joint Library 
Committee at every Session of Parliament, 
the Librarians shall report a list of the books 
absent at the commencement of the Session, 
specifying the names of any persons who have 
retained the same in contravention of the 
foregoing Rules. 


In addition to the foregoing rules, the Joint 
Library Committee have agreed to the follow- 
ing New Rules, to which the attention of per- 
sons frequenting the Library, or making use of 
any books belonging thereto, is specially re- 
quested: 


1. It is strictly forbidden to make any mark 
by pencil or otherwise,in any books be- 
longing to the Library, or to turn down 
leaves therein, or otherwise deface the 
same. 


2. No person (other than a member of Par- 
liament) is permitted to have access to 
any of the Galleries surrounding the 
Library without the express permission 
of the Librarian or unless accompanied 
by an officer of the Library. 


3. No visitor shall be permitted to remain in 
the Library with his hat on; nor will 
smoking, or spitting on the floor or car- 
pet be permitted in any of the Library 
apartments. 


4, No audible conversation will be allowed 
in the reading room; nor shall any per- 
son be permitted to partake of refresh- 
ments therein; and no dogs shall be 
allowed in the Library.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIANS FOR 1934 
To the Honourable the Speaker of the Senate 
To the Honourable the Speaker of the House of Commons 


The Joint Librarians of Parliament have the honour to submit their report 
on the Library for 1934. 


Work on the Supplementary Catalogue of books donated and purchased 
during 1934 has been steadily pushed and the Catalogue will be issued at an 
earlier date than usual. 


There has been an increase in the number of books of various kinds deposited 
in the Library of Parliament in accordance with the provisions of the Copyright 
Act. Two hundred and ten volumes were received during 1934. 


The first Supplement of the Oxford Dictionary was procured during .the 
year. The first volume of this great Dictionary was published in 1888, and the 
tenth and last volume not until 1928. The number of new words added to the 
current language since 1888 is indicated by the fact that the Supplement contains 
more than eight hundred pages. 


During the latter part of 1934 an unusually large number of important bio- 
graphical and historical books have been published, and purchased for the 
Library. 

Amongst other interesting works secured by the Library is a volume dealing 
with the Royal Commission on the Losses and Services of the American Loyalists, 
1783 to 1785, being the notes of Daniel Parker Coke, one of the Commissioners. 
The book, edited by Hugh Edward Egerton, was only issued in the shape of a 
very small edition, and is very rare. 


Amongst donations of interest should be mentioned the Catalogue of Bronzes 
forming the collection of Mr. F. J. Nettlefold of London, England, and also the 
first volume of the Catalogue Raisonné of the pictures and drawings in Mr. 
Nettlefold’s possession. The Catalogue contains probably the most important 
series of reproductions of British landscape pictures yet executed. 


The reduced appropriation for the purchase of books made effective in 19382, 
has necessarily affected some sections of the Library. Nevertheless, every effort 
has been made to acquire all new publications dealing with such subjects as 
unemployment insurance, and important economic and financial matters.

Les Bibliothécaires conjoints du Parlement ont l’honneur de vous présenter 
le rapport de la Bibliotheque pour l’année 1934. 


Une impulsion nouvelle a été donnée a la préparation du Supplément au 
Catalogue de la Bibliothéque qui contient la liste des livres achetés, et recus en 
dons, et ce Supplément paraitra plus tot que d’habitude. 


Au cours de 1934, deux cent dix volumes de tous genres ont été déposés a la 
Bibliothéque du Parlement en vertu des dispositions de la Loi du droit d’auteur, 
ce qui est un notable accroissement sur les années précédentes. 


Le premier Supplément au Dictionnaire d’Oxford nous est parvenu cette 
année. Le premier volume de cet important Dictionnaire a été publié en 1888, 
mais le dixiéme et dernier volume ne |’a été qu’en 1928. Par la longueur du Sup- 
plément qui contient plus de huit cents pages, on peut juger du nombre des mots 
nouveaux ajoutés au langage courant depuis 18838. 


Le second semestre de 1934 a été, plus que jamais, fécond en publications 
d’ouvrages biographiques et historiques de tout premier ordre; la Bibliotheque 
a su profiter de cette aubaine. 


Entre autres livres d’intérét placés sur les rayons de la Bibliothéque, citons 
un ouvrage sur la Commission Royale instituée pour indemniser les Loyalistes 
Américains (1783 4 1785), et qui est une compilation des notes de ’un des Com- 
missaires, Daniel Parker Coke. Cet ouvrage, édité a tirage trés limité par Hugh 
Edward Egerton, constitue un livre rarissime. 


Parmi les dons intéressants recus, mentionnons le Catalogue des Bronzes 
dont se compose la Collection de M. F. J. Nettlefold, de Londres, Angleterre, 
ainsi que le premier volume du Catalogue Raisonné des Tableaux et des dessins 
que posséde M. Nettlefold. Ce Catalogue renferme probablement la plus impor- 
tante séries de reproductions de paysages d’Angleterre qui aient encore été 
exécutées. 


Depuis 1932, les crédits affectés aux achats de livres ont été diminués, et 
certaines sections de la Bibliothéque en ont forcément souffert. Les Bibliothé- 
caires n’ont cependant rien négligé pour se procurer tous les ouvrages récents qui 
traitent, par exemple, de l’assurance contre le chémage, ou encore de questions 
économiques et financiéres de quelque importance.
